MURDER 
IN THE FIRST DEGREE. 


The verdict In the Cate case was 


the unwilling expression oC twelve 
men oC moral courage. 
Their pro- 


nouncement means death to tho de- 
fendant. 
Tho .taking oC human life, 


nven In justification of law and in de- 
fense of society, Is a painful 
(Hity 


which Is too often shirked by jurors. 


"Under a merciful law, the prisoner 


Is permitted the benefit of all doubts 
•us to the measure of his guilt, or oJ his 
jjtiilt 'In any sense, and many jxirorb 
Jjermlt their terror of the consequences 
to rule the justice of their action In 
passing judgment. 


The evidence in the Cate case show- 


«fl that the prisoner had made throats 
against the life of his victim imruedi- 
.ately previous to the desperate and 
fatal encounter between them; these 
threats were reasonable and legal ev- 
idence of premeditation; and premed- 
itation and deliberation aro elements 
of murder in the first degree. 


But for those threats it might have 


boon "urged In Gate's defense that tho 
killing was in the heat of passion, and 
that the grade of crime was thereby 
reduced to murder in tho second de- 
jrroe. or to manslaughter. 


Tho defense was necessarily reduc- 


ed to tho extremity of ralying upon 
tho plea of insanity to save their client 
from the awful consequences of his 
deed. The average jury Is too hard- 
headdd and too iron-nerved to recog- 
nize emotional insanity as a sane do 
fcnse, or to even fully realize what it 
means. 


Besides, the plea has been much 


abused. 
The wide differences of ex- 


perts and the large foes paid to them 
by wealthy clients have prejudiced the 
public mind agninst them so that their 
testimony no longer carries the wele. 
It once did when experts were rare 
and their compensation not a matter 
of commercial importance. 
The phy- 


sicians who testified In the Cate case 
"were no doubt honest in their convic- 
tions, but tlie jury did not apparently 
accord tliotr testimony any serious 
consideration. 


It is seldom, that tho extreme pen- 


alty of the law is exacted In tho -Stato 


syl'vania, for th'e reason that 


Jt must be shown chat a rational be- 
ing In full possession of nls senses, 
able to distinguish right from wro-ng, 
has deliberately 'and premoditatertly, 
"In cold blood-," taken the life of an- 
other. 


Few murders aro so committed, and 


fewer can be so. proven. Persona! en- 
counters are responsible for most kill- 
ings. In these cases hot blood is pre- 
sumed or in easily proven, and the 
penalty is reduced, from death to im- 
prisonment. 


The "wisdom of the law's policy has 


been much disputed, but It 'has never 
been disturbed, henco we may con- 
elude "that It correctly reflects public 
opinion, which still holds to tho liu- 
'•inanity of the law rather than to its 
vengeance, to the quality of mercy 
tempered with justice mther 
than 


to the stern decrees of the Mosaic law. 


It is nevertheless evident that tho 


latter is a more powerful criminal de- 
terrent than the former, and if \V11- 
liam L. Cate is mado to expiate on 
the gallows tho crime of killing Thom- 
as lj. G'tess tho terrors of the law will 
be Intensified anew and in like ratio 
"will Its effectiveness be strengthened.
